THE STATE CENSUS. 

The taking of the state census will 
be given on next Menday morning in- 
asmuch as the national census is tak- 
en every ten years the query has been 
raised as to the necessity of taking a 
state census every decade likewise. 
Upon this question Charles F. Gette- 
my, director of the state census, has 
the following to say: 

“With the Federal Government 
spending so many millions for the 
taking of censuses of such wide scope 
at stated intervals, the question is nat 
infrequently asked as to why it should 
be necessary or desirable for an indi- 
vidual state te take censuses of its 
own independently of the federal 
enumerations, as is done by about a 


dozen states of the Union, including 
Massachusetts, This question may 
be best answered by the statement 


that state censuses, in probably ev- 
ery case, are taken for a-reason ana- 
logous to that which governs the Uni- 
ted States in the exercise of this 
function, namely, for a political pur 
pose; in other words, the United

Satisfles. Her her Designers... . 


DWVES IN CAPE 6 CoD WATERS 


Under Perfect Control as She Reaches 
Depth of Two Hundred” Feet— 


Capable of Remaining Under Wa- 


ter For Two Days—No Indications 


of Weakness Anywhere 


Provincetown, Mass., April 3.— 
The submarine torpedo boat L-1, 


built. by the Electric Boat company 


for the United States navy, was tried 
oi-Cape Cod, and she gave entire 
Satisfaction to her designers. 

This boat. ‘is one of the Holland 
type, which was built at the yards 
of the Fore River Engine company, 
Quincy, Mass., and is one of a 
group of four which were authorized 
by congress in 1913. 

The government requires that these 
boats, shall be submerged to a depth 
of 200 feet, that they shall be capable 
of stayi under water at rest for 
forty-eight hours and shall make fif- 
teen nautical miles an hour on the 
surface and seven nautical miles when 
submerged. 

it Was an ideal day for the trial and 
the new craft left the Fore River 
shipyard. under her own power and 
made the run across Plymouth bay 
very satisfactorily. There is pleuty 
of deep water off the cape, and this 
course for speed trials as well as for 
the submarine tests is regarded as the 
best on the coast. 

The new L-1 ran out to the deep 
spot and then without any prepara- 
tion began to make her dive. She 
started slowly and under perfect ccn- 
trol, and gradually settled in the 
water until she was down 200 feet. 
according to the instruments on 
board, which register the depth of 
submergency., 

‘fen. she rested and allowed the 
Tull pressure of the water to thor- 
oughly, test. the construction of the 
hull, and while she rested. the en- 
gineers carefully inspected every part 
of the vessel. and particularly those 
parts where there might be any 
signs of. strain. 

‘The submarine stood the test well. 
‘here was no indications anywhere of 
weakness and: not a single drop of 
water was taken in at any of the 
seams or joints. 

After staying.submerged for some 
time and until;the engineers were well 
satistied with. the’ performance of 
the boat she came again to the sur- 
face and then proceeded under her 
own power back to the Fore River 
yard.

The stu- 
vendous blunder in the past, which 
has led many of the leaders of Christ- 
-an faith to contradict the results of 
scientific investigation, and which has 
ied many leaders of scientific thought 
‘o reject the fundamental propositions 
of Christian faith—as been the mu- 
alacceptance of great fallacy that 
there is somenecessary conflict between 
science and religion, when the fact is 
that they occupy mutually exclusive 
fields of human interest; so that there 
never can be any conflict between 
them if their relationship to human 
life is rightly understood.

OVERHEARD IN A SHOP. 

A few days ago as I was waiting in 
a tailor’s shop of this city I over- 
heard the following: conversation. The 
speakers two women of refined ap- 

pearance and their conversation had 
touched on such subjects as the school 
nurse, the district nurse, mothers 
meetings and club activities. At last 
one said: . 

“There's one thing that I can’t un- 
derstand and that is the Associated 
Charities. Appeals come to us to 
make contributions and then when I 
read the annual report I find $1,424 
spent on salaries and only $31. spent 
on relief. Now I'd like to give mon- 
ey if I knew it was to go to the poor, 
but I don’t care to give when it goes 
for salaries and the poor get s50 
little.” 

As I left at this moment I did not 
hear the other's reply. I hope she 
was able to inform her friend that the} 
old idea of alms-giving as a remedy 
for poverty has given way to the truer 
wisdom which helps the poor to help 
themselves. But just this scrap of 
conversation suggests that others be- 
side the puzzled lady in the tailor's 
shop may be under misconceptions 
regarding modern social service and 
fail to appreciate the efficient work 
that our Associated Charities are do- 
ing in Quincy. 

But first—assuming for one moment 
this lady’s point of view—the figures | 
referred to, need some explanation. 
Let it be remembered that the Asso- 
ciated Charities organization is mere- 
ly a clearing house for the various 
branches of social service maintained 
in the community. The relation is a 
reciprocal one: the separate organi- 
zations refer cases to the general!” 
Secretary and the _ secretary, after| 
studying a case, may recommend one 
of the other social agencies—the Over- 
seer of the Poor, the Board of Health, 
the King’s Daughters, or one of the 
church societies—to give the needed 
relief, The money that these con- 
tribute does not appear in the re- 
port. The $31. is just what it is 
just what it is called—Emergency Re- 
lief; it is drawn from a sum of $25. 
kept permanéntly in the “bank for 
cases needing immediate financial 
heip. Thus it is seen that these fig- 
ures do not represent the ‘ratio be- 
tween salaries and relief. 

In reply to the puzzled lady 1 
should like to quote what Dean Hodg- 
es in his address on “Efficient Phil- 
anthropy” says in answer to just this 
objection: 

“The difference between the Asso- 
ciated Charities and the Relief Asso- 
ciation is like that between the dist 
tor’s office and the drug store. You 
do not expect to carry away from the 
doctor’s office something in a basket 
or in a brown paper parcel: you ex- 
pect to get counsel and advice, and 
perhaps a prescription that you may 
take to the drug store. But the ex- 
ericnced doctor in making that pres- 
cription takes care to prescribe as 
few drugs as he can. He is afraid 
of getting people into the drug habit. 
And the wise philanthropist is just as 
afraid of getting people into the alms 
habit, which is closely akin to the 
morphine habit ‘in that it déprives 
people of all self-respect.

'GOOD USE FOR THE EYELET 


May Be Employed “Effectively in Many 
Ways—Example in a Recent 
Centerpiece. 
| The eyelet is quite as accommodat- 
{ing as the French knot, and can be 
used effectively for so many different 
designs, varying in size from a mere 
transparent point to the size of the 


Rogers daughter of Rev, A. A. Mercer has a, natural grape, although the necessity 


for the latter size is rare. 
An up-to-the-minute art needlework 
shop recently showed an effective cen- 
terpiece of blackberries and their fogli- 
age. The blackberries instead of being 
done in the usual French knot gtitch, 
were formgi of eyelets, the tiniest 
kind. The eyelets changed the center- 
piece from a rather commonplace de- 
sign to one of distinct individuality, 
and the sales person back of the coun- 
| ter said the store couldn't keep enough 

of the designs in stock. It is some- 
times necessary for the blackberries to 
have their dots spread farther apart 
for the eyelets than for the knots, al- 
though it must be remembered -that 
the eyelets are of the tiniest and that 
fine thread and a fine needle are used 
in the working of them. 

The California pepper design is also 
displayed to best advantage when 
worked in eyelets instead of solid 

stitch. 

A centerpiece with a grape border is 
ten times as effective in eyelet work 
for the grapes as when the grapes are 
worked in solid stitch or outline. 
Huckleberries and mulberries should 
also be worked in eyelets. Remember 
that if the eyelet edges are worked too 
heavily the artistic effect desired in 
such designs is lost. Flower center: 
may often be eyeleted instead of 
worked solidly or in French knots, and 
there are ever so many other designs 
which eyelets will enhance.

TARTING THE FLOWERS 


By JOSEPHINE DE MARR, 

If your sweet peas begin to deteri- 

ate, watch closely to see that no 
ceeds mature; that the soil is stirred 
and a good mulch applied; that they 
zood soaking at the roots once 
a week during dry weather. 

In a shady corner of the garden pre- 
pare a bed of light, rich, sandy soil, 
and put a frame about it. Cover it 
ith a glass frame heavily white- 
washed. Water and firm the soil and

geraniums, roses, etc., may vary from 

an inch to eight, but in all cases re- 

move two-thirds of the leafage and 

bury the cutting, allowing one or two 
above the soil. 

If you want to grow geraniums, snip 
out the tips of the branches and train 
the plant to throw out shoots near the 
ground. No shoot should be allowed 
to grow longer than three inches. This 
snipping process will insure lots of 
blooms later on. 

Prepare a good supply of liquid ma- 
nure to offset the debilitating effect 


of summer upon the flowers. Have a 
spigot placed two or three inches 
above the bottom of the barrel, fill 
With straw well above this spigot, 
ind then a foot or two of fresh manure. 


Fil! the barrel with water and in a 
ew days the manure water will be 
ready to draw off and apply.

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THE AMERICAN NOTE. 

The American note in reply to the 
British order-in-council of March 15 
is a masterpiece in diplomatic cor- 
respendence. It is an inquiry rather 
than a protest. It doés not reproach 
Great Britain for the order which vir- 
tually establishes an embargo on com- 
merce to and from Germany. Rather 
in entirely friendly spirit the note sets 


forth the attitude of the American 
government and sets it forth 
so clearly and _ concisely that 


England will be blind indeed if she 
does not see that, is likewise the 
attitude of international law, which 
she has so jealously defended on many 
occasions in the past and cannot hon- 
orably now cast aside. The tone of 
the note throughout is friendly and as- 
swmes that the interpretation of in- 
ternational law therein set down is 
identical with the interpretation of his 
majesty’s government. 3 

The tenor and substance of the note 
may be gained from the following 
brief extract: 

“It is confidently assumed that his 
majesty’s government will not deny 
that it is a rule sanctioned by general 
practice that, even though a blockade 
should exist and the doctrine of con- 
traband as to unblockaded territory 
be rigidly enforced. 
ments may freely be transported to 
and from the United States through 
neutral countries to belligerent ter- 
ritory without being subject to the 
penalties of contraband traffic or 
breach of blockade. much less to de- 
tention, requisition or notification. 
Moreover, the rules of the Declara- 
tion of Paris of 1856—among them 
that free ships make free Zoods——will’ 
hardly at this day be disputed by the 
signatories of that solemg agreement. 

“The note of his majesty’s principal | 
secretary of state for foreign affairs 
which accompanies the order-in-coun- 
cil. and which bears the same date, 
notifies the Government of the United | 
States of the establishment of a block- | 
ade, which is, if defined by the terms, 
of the order-in-council. to include all | 
the coasts and ports of Germany and) 
every port of possible acoess to enemy 
territory. But the novel and quite 
unprecedented feature of that block- 
ade, if we are to assume it. to be

There was a lively time for a while

She lost no 
time in arousing the boarders and the 
first man out rang the alarm from 
Box 725, This was at 2.45 and it 
was but a few minutes later when the 
fire department was on the scene. At 
that time everybody was out of the 
house. The place was filled with 
suffocating smoke however and the 
fire had workéd up through the parti- 
tion to the blind attic and thence 
through the roof. 

It was necessary for the firemen to 
chase the fire with chemical streams 
and it was sometime before the all 
out signal sounded although the only 
place in w vhich, fire broke through was 
on ‘the roof. Chier’ Billings estimates 
the loss at between .$400 and $500,

Board of Health this morning. 

Dr. Diehl said that he found a little 
more than the normal number of cas- 
es of measles in the city and that an 
vestigation in all wards showed the 
most flagrant offenders of the quar- 
antine rules were residents of Houghs 
Neck. He said a visit to that section 
Wednesday uncovered children of in- 
fected homes at play with others, par- 
ents visiting neighbors. 
quarantined homes purchasing in the 
stores at the beach, and all varieties 
of violation existing, and that he also 
found what he believed to be a delib-| 
erate attempt to hide a measles pa- 
tient. 

Dr. Diehl’s severe arraignment of 
the people of Houghs Neck was sim- 
ply, he said the views of a man who 
realized only too well the possibili- 
ties of a continued exposure of the en- 
tire community. 

Measles. according to Dr. Diehl caus- 
es more deaths annually than scarlet 
fever, one of the most malignant of 
contagious diseases, and that usually 
about 20 per cent of the cases close 
with the death of the patient. At 
Houghs Neck he said it is a matter of 
fact that practically no attention has 
been paid to the rules of the Board of 
Health. 

Many violators told him, he said, 
that they did not known they were 
endangering public health and agreed 
to respond to his request to con-. 
sider the welfare of others, and that 
the indications were there would be 
some co-operation between the home 
and department in trying to prevent a 
general spreading of the disease.

The markets afford 
the usual variety in choice of meats, 
steaks, chops and roasts. In fact one 
with an unlimited pocketbook will 
have no difficulty in appeasing taste, 
As a general rule all kinds of meats 
are slightly lower than they have been 
so that one will not be obliged to part 

peta half a dollar to carry home a 
pound of the best rump steak for din- 
ner. For 38 cents, one, if he stands in 
well with the meat cutter, can obtain 
|as tender apd juicy a steak as the 
{\nost exacting could demand. 


In the line of vegetabies there are 
| in the markets today a great variety. 
Asparagus is plentiful as are also to- 
matoes, cucumbers, radishes, etc. 
Most of these are of course either het 
house or Southern grown and while 
they lack the real taste of vegetables 
raised about home in the little garden 
they are quite refreshing after a win- 
ter’s absence. Then there is lettuce 
rhubarb, dandelion greens, etc., not to 
say a word about the great variety of 
fruit although bananas are not over 
and abbve plentiful. Of oranges, how- 
(ever there is plemty and they are rea- 
sonable. To those who still think 
they cannot*afford the luxury of early 
vegetables, there remains the ever 
ready canned goods.

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LEE’S SURRENDER. 

The local post of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, in common with posts 
of that organization throughoyt the 
country, is today celebrating the fif- 
tieth anniversary. of the surrender: of}, 
General Robert E. Lee at Appomattox. 
With the observance is mingled na 
feeling of scorn or bitterness for the 
conquered. Lee was admittedly one 
of the greatest, probably the very 
greatest, generals that America has 
produced. He was on the losing side 
of the fight, he succumbed to the ov- 
erwhelming odds wpich Grant brought 
against him. (We trust that through- 
out the country when tributes are paid 
to the noble men who saved the union 
a tribute will also be paid to the noble 
inen who chose the side which they 
believed was right and struggled to 
destroy the union. Let us _ render 
honor to Robert E. Lee, a brave sol- 
dier, a noble leader, a Christian, gen- 
tleman. 

The Richmond Times Despatch has 
a word to say on a proposed celebra- 
tion of the occasion by the Confeder- 
ate veterans: 

“Apparently there will be no “’jubi- 
lee” at Appomattox on April 9—and 
that is as it should be. The plan had 
a generous inspiration and a praise- 
worthy purpose, but it failed to take 
into consideration the temper of the 
people of Virginia. It is not for Vir- 
ginia to jubilate over the sombre 
tragedy that marked the ending of a 
people’s hopes. 

“This State is as appreciative as any 
other of the blessings of peace, be- 
cause, very largely, it knows better 
than any other the curse and privation 
of war. There is no lukewarmness. in 
Virginian loyalty te the reunited 
eountry—we live that loyalty here, 
and it is not necessary that we pro- 
claim it frem the housetops. 

“Appomattox, however, is not ap- 
propriate to purposes of jubilation— 
net, at any rate, in this part of the 
world. It is a shrine rather, and an 
altar, on which the South laid its last 
living and heroic sacrifice. It is holy 
ground. It is meet for tears and 
weeping, and for the homage devotion 
pays to valor and suffering. It is the 
sepulchre of a nation, where 

Glory guards with solemn reund 
The bivouac of the dead. 

Moreover, Appomattox brought no 
peace to the people of the South. Fhe 
years of Reconstruction were less easy 
to endure than the years of actual 
war. It was when the State was 
rescued from the carpet-bagger and 
the scalawag that peace for Virginia 
really began to dawn. Suppose we 
wait until the fiftieth anniversary of 
that glorious event and celebrate 
then? There ought not to be a dis- 
senting voice.

TAKE TRIP TO 


FOREIGN LANDS 


Capt, Newell Relates His Ex- 


perienees 


Those attending the monthly meet- 
ing of the Massachusetts Fields Par- 
ent-Teachers association Thursday

Holland and Germany 


London, April 9.—The advance of 
the Kussians in the Carpathians has 
cut the Austrian army under General 
Boerovitch in two places. The Aus- 
trian eastern wing is in a precarious 
pesition. 

ihe Russians have captured Smol- 
nik, east of Lupkow pass, according 
to advices frem Petrograd. | 

The Russians also have thrown back 
the Austrians in the district of Bart- 
leld and in the district of Lupkow. 
Having advanced through the Rostock 
pass, they have forced a wedge be- 
tween the Austrian armies. 

Smolnik controls, the only read 
through the Heskid Mountains be- 
tween Mezo Laborcz and Uszok, a 
distance of sixty miles. 

The western wing of the Austrian 
army has its. base at Gummence, and 
its communication along the froads 
into Hungary are quite safe. The 
eustern wing, on the contrary, is 
joined with the forces operating 
around Uzsok, twenty miles from the 
Kussian positions at Smolnik, by 
which they are threatened with at- 
tack. 

It is regarded as likely that the 
Austrians will be compelled to trans- 
fer their base at Uzsok in the direc- 
tion of Munkaca, or ¢ise accept bat- 
tle at Uzsok, handicapped by the lack 
of roads. 

Austrians Are Cut Off i 

in either case the Austrians vei} 

tind themselves eut off from the main 

army under Boerovitch and his Ger- 
man reinforcements. 

The Russians have crossed the crest 
of the Beskids at Gummence and ap- 
parently have a clear road to the 
plains of Hungary. 

The fighting in the mountain passes 
continues as fiercely as ever and, al- 
thongh Anstria claims that ber troops, 
with the assistanee of Germans, have 
Zained success on beth sides of the 
Laborcza valley, the Russians are, 
on the whole, much further ad- 
vanced than they were a week ago 
and have now forced the Dukla,. Lup- 
kew and Bostok passes, and are 
pouring troops inte the region ot 
Uzsok pass, where the heaviest bat- 
tle is now in progress. 

So far as the rest of the eustern 
front is concerned, the only battle of 
any importance is that in Bukowina, 
where the Austrians are thrusting at 
the Kussian positions in the hope 
of compelling the Russians to send 
reinforcements from the Carpathians.

Fighting In the West 

These same conditions are hinder- 
inc the French operations between 
the Meuse and Moselle rivers, the 
french official report stating that 
heavy rains have rendered the ground 
difficult for the moyement of troops 
and the employment of artillery. 

A very important battle is in prog- 
ress in this region, however, and the 
trench claim to be making advances 
—a claim which is contested by the 
Germans, who declare that all the 
attacks have been repulsed. 

Whichever report is correct, there 
‘s litthe doubt that a sanguimary bat- 
tle is being fought and that in the 
attacks and counter-attacKs very 
heavy losses have been sustained. 

Preparing to Invest Straits

While traveling in China severa! 
years ago I had the rare good fortune | 
to be in the interior during the bloom- 
ng season of these flowering plants, j 
and, F was so much impressed with 
them that I-.purchased 1,000 of the 
most striking and popular colors for a 
home test. 

These arrived in good condition and | 
were carefully planted on my farm in | 
Virginia. They flourished from the 
start. I readily sold blooms last year 
for $3-a dozen. Most of these went to 
New York and Boston. At this price 
for the flowers, an acre of established 
plants would produce $5,000 in-a single 

eason. 

The idea underlying the growing of | 
these flowers-is to get ‘the blooms early 
and ship them to cities North, where 
the demand for flowers in May, end- 
ng May 30, Decoration day, is so great 
as to exhaust the entire output. It is 
the one season of the year when flow- 
ers are scarce. 

The peony is the only flower of 
prominence that blooms during this 
season and the one flower that defies 
hothouse culture. It is an outdoor 
plant, and will not succeed when. put 
under glass, and therefore cannot 
easily be forced by artificial means, 

When planted on land that is quick 
to respond to the first rays of the sun 
in the spring, land sloping to the soith,- 
but made rich and powerful to produce 
a strong vegetable growth, the peony

GIVE US RELIEF. 


The Supreme Court of Massachu-|? 


setts has rendered its decision in the 
matter of four bills, ihtroduced into 
the present session of the state leg- 
islature and designed to remedy the 
present absurd system of taxation, 
whereby personal property is taxed at 
the same rate as real property: The 
Supreme Court finds that these reme- 
dies are unconstitutional. 

The Boston Transcript thus sum- 
marizes the’ provisions of these bills: 

(1) Certain forms of property to be 
assessed at their market value, and 
other forms at certain multiples of 
their market value, the total assess- 
ments thus reached to be taxed at a 
rate uniform throughout the Common- 
wealth, for the purpose of securing 
greater equality of contribution to the 
tax burden. 

(2) A tax upon the income from 
all forms of personal property; also 
a tax‘ata rate uniform throughout 
the Commonwealth upon incomes 
from trades, professions and employ- 
ments. 

(83) Exemption from taxation of in- 
tangible property proved to be se- 
cured by, or to derive its value from, 
tangible property which jis. taxable 
where it is located; and permitting 
holders of such property to establish 
such faéts by registering stich proper- 
ty with the tax commissioner, upon 
payment ofa reasonable excise or 
duty. 

(4) Providing that intangible prop- 
erty shall have no situs in the Com- 
monwealth and that the income there- 
from shall be taxed by the Common- 
wealth at a uniform tate. 

To get relief from the present in- 
iqiitous system a. constitutional 
amendment is clearly necessary. Steps 
should be taken immediately toward 
securing it. We believe, as we have 
stated in these columns before, that 
a Wisé tax law, a tax law which could 
be enforcéd, which would bring more 
revenue to the community atid yet fiot 
plate sO heavy a burden oft the ft- 
dividual, would etibody these prinei- 
ples: 

A tax upon real property, assessed 
and levied by the city or town within 
which the tax payer lived at the rate 
necessary to make up the hecessafy 
revenue. This form of taxation is 
in existence today. 

A tax upon personal property, levied 
by the state at a rate uniform throught- 
out the state and low enough to be 


practicable, such as a third’ of one 


percent. This tax would be fe- 
ceived by the state and redistributed 
proportionately among the various 
cities and towns. This form of tax- 
ation is not in éxi&8tence in Massa- 
chusetts today. Today personal 
property is taxed at the same rate 
‘as real property, a manifest absurdity 
and unfairness. 


The enactment of a law embodying 


these principles we believe would 


bring a much larger revenue to the 


various communities, would prevent 
tax dodging and the flight of tax har- 
assed persons from Quincy to Orleans, 
and, at the same time, would not im- 
pose ah undue burden upon anyone. 

The second form of taxation cited 
above is not advisable. We are at 
present suffering under a federal in- 
come tax, not yet very well system- 
atiged or Satisfactory as a revenue 
producer, and the addition of a state 


incéme tax law would be the last 


stfaw. A considerable exodus to 
waér-riddén Europe would not be be- 
yond the bounds of possibility.

A thoroughly well-built “big little” 
house containing seven rooms and a 
bathroom, all inclosed in a space 26 
feet 6 inches by 41 feet, exclusive o 
porches, is shown in the accompany- 
ing illustratione. 

Architects have learned bow to 
make a roof to accommodate several 
bedrooms. Bedrooms finished off in 
the attic are not exactly a new idea; 
but a thoroughly well-arranged set of 
three or four bedrooms in a roof, prac- 
tically all above the plates, with bath- 
room and plenty of convenient closets, 
is a production of modern architecture 
of a high order. 

It is just as much of an innovation 
to lay out house space to the best ad- 
vantage as it is to invent a machine 
to do a certain kind of work in a mapbu- 
facturing plant. A few yearé ago a 
house this size and shape would have 
about three rooms downstairs and a 
cheap partition somewhere in the loft 
to inclose a set of bedroom furniture. 
In the design here presented we see 
how the old-fashioned shell has been 
transformed into a house of beauty 


outside, and a model of.comfort and 
convenience within. 

Objection is sometimes made. to bed- 
rooms in the roof on aceount of the 
heat in summer; but when you con- 
sider that north of parallel 42 there 
is no more than two weeks of uncom- 
fortably hot weather in a whole year 
this objection is not very serious. By 
having the house shaded with large 
trees during the afternoon the objec- 
tion disappears entirely, because a 
low house shaded is cooler than a 
high house exposed to the sun. 

The bathroom in this little house is 
exceptionally large, being 8% feet 
square, with a good window that is 
free of access. Bathrooms have never 
received the attention they deserve. 
Nothing adds more to the comfort of 
a family than a good bathroom that is 
warm and comfortable. Bathing is

The first factor in 
this organization is the political or- 
ganization which consists of the sel- 
ectmen and a few other officials 
These men are elected by the people 
not because of any marked ability 
but simply because they are good fel- 
lows, popular and well liked and so 
represent the majority of the citi- 
zens. 
| “The second factor in the dual or- 
| ganization, is the business organiza- 
jtion. This is undey the contro) of 
the political organization only so far

MENACE OF THE -AUTO. 


There were many residents off’ 
Quincy and surrounding cities and 
towns who were deeply grieved to 


learn of the death of Chief of Police 
Patrick Butler of Weymouth. Chief 
Butler had served his community as a 
constable for many years and his ele- 
vation to the position of chief was 
acknowledged generally to be a fitting 
recognition of an honest and efficient 
officer. 

In connection with his death Jo- 
seph E. L. Miller. a prominent citi- 
zen of Weymouth, has been held ‘and 
faces a charge Of Manslaughter. Ac- 
cording to the police Chief Butler 
was standing in the middle of the 
road signalling to Miller to stop his 
automobile when the machine ran 
into him. It is further contended by 
the police that Miller was operating 
a motor vehicle when under the influ- 
ence of intoxicating liquor. 

It would be improper to comment 
upon the merits of this particular 
case before it is considered by the 
court, Chief Butler's death natural- 
ly suggests, howeyer, that ‘there is al- 
together too much of this sort of 
thing. The automobile can be, and 
indeed has been, of great service to 
mankind. But unless the laws regu- 
lating its operation are vigorously 
enforced it can be a great curse 

It is not wholly a question of speed. 
Twentf-five miles an hour may be 
perfectly safe on a country road 
whereas 15 would be excessive on a 
crowded city street. The  skfiled, 
cool headed operator, in possession 
of all his faculties, can often safely 
drive at a rate of 20 or more miles an 
hour, whereas the unskilled, excita- 
ble operator might be a menace at 
five miles an hours ‘An operator un- 
der the influence of liuor is always 
a menace. The police should vigor- 
ously enforce the law in the case of 
any intoxicated man, who threatens 
the lives of his fellow citizens every 
time his car-appears’on the street 


A LIBRARY AT SQUANTUM 

There appears to be slight change of 
Squantum securing a public lifrary,of 
its own from the Carnegie Commission 
The commission would not even con- 
sider the request of the ptitioners un- 
less it was assured that the city 
would shoulder their running expens- 
es and this the city, very naturally, 
will refuse to do.

Uitied to library service and doubtless 
a branch of the Thomas Crane Public} 
library will be established there as 
soon as there are funds available. 
Squantum residents should direct thei 
energies toward securing such a 
branch as is serving Atlantic or West 
Quincy and not waste their time on 
futile applications for an exclusive li- 
brary buildng.

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AN IMPORTANT MESSAGE, 

Governor David |. Walsh on Tues- 
day submitted to the Senate an¢ 
House of Representatives a distinctls 
ifiportant message which had to do 
with the present iniquitous system ‘ol, 
taxation in Massachusetts’and ‘sug: 
gested a remedy. The governor's re- 
commendations were substantially "ir 
accord with the attitude of Lieut 
Governor Grafton Cushing as the lat- 
ter expounded it at the meeting of th« 
First Parish club in this city Tuesday 
evening. Let us hope that this agree 
ment of a prominent figure in the Re- 
publican party of the state with 2 
prominent figure in the Democratic 
party augurs for a non-partisan con- 
sideration of the governor's message. 

We have several times pointed out 
in this column the absurdity of Mas 
sachusetts system of taxation, whereby 
personal property is taxed at the same 
rate as real property. We have ad 
vocated a three mill tax for intangi- 
ble personal property, imposed and 
collected by the state and then ,redis- 
tributed in proper proportion among 
ithe various cities and towns. We be- 
lieve a revision of the tax laws woul¢ 
be the most important and valuable 
Work which the present legislature 
could do. é : 

It is not our purpose at this time tc 
consider the Governor’s message a‘ 
length. Suffice it to say that Gover- 
nor Walsh makes three points bearin; 
out his contention that the presen 
taxation system is iniquitous. The) 
are . 

First, the system is faulty and un- 
just in that a few persons are taxec 
atcording to law upon their persona’ 
property, while a very large number 
partially or completely escape suct 
lawful taxation. 

Secondly, the fact that neighborins 
states have established a system muc! 
more fayorable to the owners of suct 
property taxing it at rates represent- 
ing a small fraction only of the aver 
age rate in Massachusetts, makes i’ 
certain that the enforcement of ow 
present laws would only result ir 
causing large holders of taxable se- 
curities to remove their domicile fron 
this State. Indeed, évasion is nov 
taking place by a form of trust hold 
ings in other states. 

Thirdly, the colonization of ric! 
people in certain communities wher« 
the cost of government is light; th’ 
result is that in such places the rate 
of taxation upon such ‘personal pro 
perty as is taxed at all may be and 
is as low as $3, while in other parts 
of the commonwealth it is as high as 
$26. 

The:Governor reeommends that the 
legislature ‘this year enact ‘laws’! ‘tc 
become “operative -after the ‘adoption 
by the people of the necessary ‘consti- 
tutional “amendment, as follows > : 

1kt. > AMaw giving additional-power 
and authority to the tax commissionér 

ond. “A law making compulsory re- 
turtis'cof ‘taxable property by the 
owners thereof. 

3ha@2 A daw which will retain in the 
treasuty. of the Commonwealth ‘cer 
fain ofthe corporate franchise taxes 
and bank taxes which are now <distri* 
buted to cities and towns on the “basis 
of the residence of the enqrohonaes’. of 
the corporations. 

4th. A Jaw similar to a bill which 
is now before the legisiature (Senate 
No. 451) requiring banks and'corpore- 
tions to give to the tax conimissioner 
such information’ as they “Have as to 
the holders of bonds now taxable. " 

5th. A resolve providing for a 
commission to draft an income tax 
law.

This does not mean that we 
agree with Mr. Atwood's argument in 
toto, nor do we expect all of our read- 
ers to agree with it. We hope ‘it 
may stimulate discussion and we 
®ordially invite our readers to contri- 
bute their theughts on the question to 
our letter-box 

In brief Mr Atwood finds the folfow- 
ing immediate reasons for changing 
our city charter: (1) Dissatisfaction 
with the results of the mgnagement of 
our city, (2) A lack of efieient execu- 
tives and legislators. (3) A lack of 
civic pride among the men of larger 
affairs 

His solution, which he contends 
goés to the root of trouble, marks 
three important charter changes: (1) 
The abolition of party designations, 
(2) A term of three years with a sal- 
ary of $5000 for the mayor, (3) A 
council of nine, all elected at large, 
three to be elected each year 

From time to time during the next 
few weeks we intend to discuss Mr. 
Atwood’s Suggestions in a’ Series of 
editorials on -Quincy’s.. 2ity,-govern: 
ment, striving to recite “what ave con- 
ceive to be the trouble with Quincy 
and what we conceive to be the so- 
lution. The question is an import- 
ant one and we éarnestly trust that 
our fellow citizens will not hesitate 
to éxpress their views, whether or not 
they chance to agree with Mr. Atwood 
or with this paper.

Parents 
should show considerable patience to- 
ward children who are apparent liars, 
and every effort should be mude to de- 
termine whether there is a physica] 
basis for the,moral fault.

DID NOT FEAR 
PLATT THREAT 
Rooseveli Bound fo Receive 
"Nomination For Governor 
CONFERENCES WITH “BOSS” 


Was to Secure Affirmative Action— 
Admits Charges Against Barnes 


Syracuse, N. Y., April 29.— 
Threats exchanged by Theodore 
Roosevelt and “Easy © Boss” Platt, 
when the latter insisted upon making 
Roosevelt a candidate for the vice 
presidency, figured strongly in the 
testimony given by Roosevelt in the 
$50,000 suit for alleged libel, brought 
against him by William Barnes. 

Roosevelt told how he served no- 
tice upon Platt-that he would “fight” 
for ‘the nomination for governor if 
Platt. made good. his threat to, keep 
him out of the race for not accepting 
the vice presidential nomination. 

Asked particularly about his con- 
ferences with Platt the witness said: 

“I sought the advice of Platt be- 
cause I knew it to be.of value. His 
wide experience and his thcrough 
knowledge of the state made his ad- 
vice of real value. 

“! know, in my own mind, after 
investigation, that both houses of 
the legislature when I was governor 
were controlled by the organization. 
I know that if I wanted real affirm- 
ative good action I would have to gc 
where the power was, to Platt. I was 
not content to have merely a nega- 
tively good administration.” 

His continued conferences with 
Platt after he became president were 
to avail himself of Platt’s experience, 
fie said. Roosevelt said that he 
chose Bliss and Cortelyou to handle 
his campaign because he knew them 
to be absolutely upright and honest, 
and because they would make no 
promises. a 

Counsel Ivins; read a- speech, by 
Roosevelt in 1913, in which he was 
reported as saying that Barnes isa 
“menace to the state of New York.” 
Ivins said he wanted to show Roose- 
velt’s state of mind. 

Roosevelt,said..of another. speech, 

in which he-was-reported to say that 
“Mr. B. and. Mr. M. should be-in 
the same party,” that he was incor- 
rectly quoted.,: “I said Mr. Barnes 
and Mr. Murphy,” he said. 
- Roosevelt was quoted as saying that 
“whitman was one of the most eff- 
cient instruments of Tammany.” An 
objection on the reading of this 
speech was sustained. In another 
Speech Roosevelt was quoted as say- 
ing that he wouldn't say that Barnes’ 
and Murphy's -principles were the 
same, because he wasn't sure they 
had any principles. 

Counse! for Roosevelt endeavored 
to show that certain figures regarding 
campaign funds, read by Ivins from 
what purported to be an official report, 
were incorrect because the books 
were lost and the figures given were 
only approximations. 

Roosevelt displayed so much energy 
in answering questions put to him in 
direct examination that -eounsel fer 
Barnes asked the court to have his 
“gesticulations” stopped. The court 
ruled that they could not be con- 
trolled.
